Understandably, when | say something about this 
Baghdadi group, it comes from my experience 
living in the midst of this group & comparing their 
situation based on the books of scholars that | can 
examine or also based on the words and attitudes 
of the scholars of this group because | don't see 
this group from the outside because people might 
say, "This person is Dawla's enemy, so the enemy's 
testimony is not accepted.”
